thority ſhould have been employed to repreſs it, and a more thaw 
tacite Connivance given to all Irreligion and Immorality. Bri- 
bery and Corruption have been openly and univerſally practiſed, 
and no Means neglected to ſeduce the great Council of the Na- 
tion, that it might be the more effectually enſlaved. by thoſe 
who ought to be the Guardians of its Liberty. The Manu- 
factures of England are viſibly going to Decay, Trade has been 
neglected, and even diſcouraged, and the very Honour of the 
Nation made a Sacrifice to the Paſſions of thoſe who go- 
vern it. | 

The unhappy State, to which our Subjeds have been reduced 
by theſe and many other unjuſt and violent Proceedings, has con- 
ſtantly filled our Royal Heart with Grief and Concern, while our 
whole Thoughts and Study have been employed towards procu- 
zihg the molt, ſpeedy aud effectual Remedy to them, which we 
2 always ſenſible could only be compaſſed by our Reſtora- 
tion. This has ever been the principal View of the ſeveral At- 
tempts we have made for the Recovery of our juſt Rights, with- 
out being diſcouraged by the Diſappointments with which we 
have hitherto met; but tho Providence has permitted that Ini- 
quity and Unjuſtice ſhould long prevail, we have all Reaſon to 
hope, that the Time is at laſt come, in which the Divine Merc 
will put a Period to theſe Misfortunes. We ſee, with a ſenſible 
SatisfaCtion, the Eyes of the greateſt Part of our People opened, 
and their preſent deplorable Situation, and that they are convin- 
ced they can find no Relief but by reſtoring their natural born 
Prince, whoſe undoubted Title will of Courſe put an End to the 
many Calamities they have ſuffered during the CU/urpation ; and 
aur Satisfaction would be compleat, could we owe our mutual

As ſoon as the publick Tranquillity ſhall permit, we ſolemnly 
promiſe to call and aſſemble à free Parliament, wherein no Cor- 
ruption, nor undue Influences of any Kind whatſoever, ſhall be 
uſed to byaſs the Votes of the Electors, or the Elected, and, 
with a fincere and G 1755 Advice and Concurrence of the ſaid 
Parliament, we ſhall be ready to ſettle all that may relate to 
the Welfare of the Kingdom, both in Civil and Ecclchaſtical

We ſolemnly promiſe to protect, ſupport and maintain the 
Church of England, as by Law eſtabliſhed, in all her Rights, Pri-

It is our fixed Reſolution and Intention, to diſtinguiſh, recom-

* ſtant King, who is of ſo ſtrict an Adherence to the Laws of our 
Country, that not an Inflance can be pointed out, during his 
* whole Reign, wherein he made the leaſt Attempt upon the 
Liberty, Property, or Religion of a ſingle Perſon.“ My good 
GOD deliver my Soul from lying Lips, and' from a deceitful 
Tongue. My Lord, I am not accuſtomed to deſpiſe Dominions, 
or ſpeak Evil of Dignities. Though I am convinced in my 
Conſcience, the reigning Prince has no good Right to the Throne 
he fits on; yet I conſider him as a Gentleman, a Prince, a Re- 
lation of our true and natural King, (though very diſtant, more 
than fifty Remeves from being the neareſt in Blood to the Crown) ; 
and therefore would not have choſen to uſe Freedoms with his 
Character, nor to have brought forth unſavoury Truths of his 
Adminiſtration, if you had not forced me to it. 

But prithee, my Lord, did the Exciſe- ſcheme, the Number 
and Rigour of penal Laws and ſtanding Armies, the Swarms of 
Placemen and Penſioners, and the Venality of Parliaments, 
threaten no Danger to the Liberty of the Nation ? Did the Ma- 
nagement of the Charitable Corporation (whereby the Partner of 
his Bed was enriched) do no harm to the Property of any Indi- 


vidual? Does the. immoderate Increaſe of national Debts and 


Taxes, laviſhed away to ſupport uſeleſs Fleets and Armies, em- 
ployed'in foreign. Quarrels wherein Britain has no Concern, or 
laid out in the Purchaſe of Bremen and Verden, and in the Ag- 
grandizement of Hanoder; have theſe done no Hurt to the Pro- 
perty and Profperity, to the Honour and Trade of the Nation ? 
And as for Religion, I think I may appeal to your Grace, 4 f 
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dugght to know more of it than I do, whether it be at preſent in 
a a thriving Condition, either as to the Realities, or bare Profeſſion 
of it? Whether Deiſm and Infidelity, Luxury and Perjury, and 
Profaneneſs of all Sorts, have not grown to an enormous Height, 
and found not only Impunity, but Encouragement from this mild 
Adminiftration ® Whether the moſt ſacred Offices, and higheſt 
Dignities in the Church have not been ſet to Sale ; or beſtowed 
more with reſpec to Party-intereſt, than to real Merit and Fit- 
neſs? Whether, to offer but one Inſtance out of many, your 
Brother of Wincheſter docs not well deſerve ſomething elſe than 
the firſt Benefice in Eng/and, when, by His Plain Account of the 
Sacrament, and his Meaſures of Submiſſion to Sovereign Powers, 
he has attempted to burleſque the moſt facred Inſtitution of Chri- 
ſtianity, and a diſtinguiſhing Doctrine of the Church? And, in 
ſhort, I dare appeal to your Grace, if, in your Conſcience and 
ſecret Thought, you are not convinced, that Religion in Bri- 
tain has ſuffered, and viſibly declined, both as to its Power and 
Form, by that very Revolution which was pretended to be con- 
trived for its Purity and Preſervation ? If theſe T hings are fo, 
with what Face could you tell your People, that no Attempt has 
been made upon their Liberties, Propertics, or Religion ? *Tis 
true, you have expreſſed the Thing warily, and may hope to ly 
ſnug under the Shelter of an Equivocation, That no ſuch At- 
tempts have been made upon the Liberty, Cc. of any ſingle 
Perſon. But what then? If ſuch Attempts have been made up- 
on the whole Nation, does not that comprehend, und muſt it not 
affect every Individual? Is he leſs guilty, who burns down a 
| Foreſt, than he who lays his Ax to the Root of a ſingle. Tree? 
Perhaps your Grace may hope to ſave your Credit, by accuſing 
the Miniſtry, and telling us gravely, it is the Law of England, 
That the King can do no wrong. Be it ſo, my Lord: But was 
not this the Law of England fifty ſeven Years ago as well as now! 
And yet you know what happened then ? 

In the remaining Parts of your Speech, you go on with great 
Fervour, and a Flow of Eloquence, to perſuade your Flock to 
unite in common Meafnres, Aſſociations, Contributions, c. for 
your Defence againſt this prodigious Ruin; and you generouſly 
undertake, that your Clergy ſhall diſtinguiſh themſelves by their 
Ardour, Zeal, and Liberality, according to their Circumſtances, 
on this important Occaſion. But it is very remarkable, you 
have never once, in all this long Speech, recommended to your 
Clergy or People, Repentance and Humiliation, Faſting and 

| Prayer, 


their Lives, their Fortunes, and their Souls.

pear in a very odd Light, who employs his great Talents, _ 
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Prayer, as proper Means of averting threatened Ruin. One 
would have expected ſome Mention of theſe ' from -a Biſhop's 
Chair, eſpecially after ſo much Noiſe made about the Danger of 
Religion. Was it not as expedient to have had Recourſe to the 
Divine Author of our holy Religion; for his Protection and Sup- 
port, as to have put your Truſt only in the Arm of Fleſt? But 
your Grace was reſolved to be conſiſtent," and of a Piece. You 
had all along ſhewed more of the Peer than of the Prelate, and 
would not now mingle Characters. Or perhaps you induſtriouſ- 
ly avoided to touch this delicate Point, from a ſecret Conviction 
upon your Mind, that fach Incenſe would be an Abomination to 
60, and ſuch Prayers turn into Sin, and a Snare to you; and 
that the abſolute Diſboſer of Empires and Kingdoms, the invin- 
cible Aſſerter of Truth and Right, would not accept the Humili- 
ations nor hear the Prayers offered for the Support of Uſurpation 
and Rebellion, of Oppreſſion and Violence. Or 
But there is another Omiſſion in your Performance, which I 
humbly think your People had Reaſon to take amiſs, viz. That 
you labour to engage them in great Expence, and dangerous'Af- 
ſociations, without any Attempt to ſatisfy them as to the Quar- 
rel, or the Juſtice of the Cauſe, in which they were to venture 
Had this Speech 
come from a crafty Stateſman, or a deſigning Tub-preacher 
from Hugh Peters, or a Shaftsbury, from a Tindal or a Toland, 
ſuch Men as had no Hopes or Fears beyond this preſent World; 
to have rung the Chime of mild Adminiſtration, excellent Conſtitu- 
tion, and preſent happy Eſtabliſhment, was all that could be ex- 
pected from Gentlemen of their modern Religion. But one would 
have thought a Chriſtian ſhould have gone deeper, and touched 
the Point of Conſcience ; as doubtleſs you would, if you had not 
found it ſo warm as to burn your Fingers. Ws: 
You had told us indeed, in the beginning of your Speech, that 
Had it not been worth 
while to examine what his Preten/ions are? What if it ſhould ap- 
pear,” upon ſumming up the Evidence, that the Laws of GOD 
and Nature, and the fundamental Laws and Conſtitution of Eng- 
land, give him Right to the Allegiance of thoſe very People you 
have been ſpiriting up to oppoſe him? If this is the Caſe, (as, 
I dare fay, the beſt, and wiſeſt, and greateſt Part of the People 
of Britain are now convinced it is), then the unnatural Rebet- 
lion lies where you did not ſuppoſe it, and the Biſhop mult ap- 
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_ ali the Influence of his high Place, to ſupport a guilty, ruinous 


Ufurpation, and: perſuade the People he ought to lead on in the 
Ways of Truth and Duty, to eternal Reſt and Happineſs, to en- 
gage themſelves in a damnable Treaſon and Parricide. 
It is preſumed your Grace will not diſpute what is ſo gene- 
rally believed, that Non-teſiſtance to Sovereign Powers has been 
the conſtant Doctrine of the Church of England ever fince her 
happy Reſormation from Popery. For Proof of this, it would 
be equally tedious and needleſs to refer your Grace to (what you 
are ſo well acquainted with) the Sermons and other Writings of 
thoſe ſhining Lights of our Iſland, Doctors Overall, Ferrar, 
Hooper, Coverdale, Jewell, Hooker, Bramhall, Andrews, I er, 
Jackſon, 'Sanderſon, Hammond, Chillingworth, Barrow, Sancroft, 
Stillingfleet, all from the excellent Grawmer, down to the late 
worthy and eminent Archbiſhop Sharp, and others your Prede- 
ceſſors in the See of York. But we may ſhorten this Argument, 
Dy appealing to an Authority you have already ſubmitted to, and 
therefore mult not diſpute. Your Grace could not be raiſed to 
your preſent Dignity without ſubſcribing to the Articles of the 
Church of England. In the - 35th of theſe Articles it is affirm- 
ed, © That the Books of Homilies do contain a godly and whole- 
„ ſome Doctrine, and neceſſary for theſe Times. In one of 
theſe Homilies (that of Rebellion) the Doctrine of Non:xeſiſt- 
ance to Sovereign Powers is. taught in Terms as full and ſtrong 
as could poſſibly be deviſed. There we are told, © We muſt be 
«ſubje&t for Conſcience fake, and not only for Wrath: That 
« our Obedience is due to our Princes, not only to the wiſe, the 
« good and gentle, but even to the froward, to undiſcreet and 
„ evil Governors: And that, on no Pretence whatſoever, we 
can reſiſt, or rebel againſt lawful Authority, as we will an- 
« ſwer to GOD, and under the Pain of Damnation. And it 
is obſervable, that, in the ſeveral Parts of that Homily, the 
Church often mentions the King under the Denominations of our 
Jawful and natural Prince, as if (the one being exegetical of the 
other) ſhe hereby meant to teach us, that the Crown of England 
is hereditary, and the Succeſſion to it lineal: ſo that none who 
wears it can be our /awful, unleſs (by Proximity of Blood) he is 
our natural Prince too. Moſes ſeems to have ſuggeſted this to 
the People of /rae/, That, as the King to be ſet over them 
« ſhould not multiply Horſes, nor Wives, nor Silver and Gold; 
4 ſo he ſhould be, not a Stranger, but of their Brethren, and whom 
< the Lord ſhould chufe, Deut. xvii. 15, 16, 17. 


That 
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That. this is the true Meaning and Intendment of the /Chiirch 
of England, is farther evident from her Offices for the zoth of 


Jannary and 29th of May, wherein all the Faithful are taught 


to acknowledge, before G OD, that King Gharler II. even when 
in Exile, even when abjured and proſeribed, ( was the undoubt> 
« ed Heir of the Crown, and that the Throne did of right be- 
« long to him. I dare ſay, your Grace could never read thoſe 
Offices, without ſome ſecret Feeling of the Sufferings of the Roy- 
al Family in a parallel Caſe, and a Conviction that they have 
met with hard Meafure in being ſo long kept abroad. * 
This may ſuffice to be ſaid to you, as you are a Prelate in the 
church; if it were not to be tedious to your Grace, I ſhould now 
addreſs you as a Peer of the Realm; and beg you would reconſi- 
der the Laws of England; ſuch Laws, I mean, as have been 
made by our Kings and Parliaments together. For I cannot ad- 
mit thoſe Statutes that have paſſed without Regal Authori 
(which is an eſſential Part of the'Legiſlaturey can have the Au- 
thority of Laws; nor will your Grace attempt to defend the old 
ridiculous Circle, of the Law's making a King, and then the King's 
giving a Sanction to the Law. | * 
I might refer your Grace to the Corporation- act, (13. Car. 
II. ſtat. 2. ſect. F.); to the Militia-act, (13. & 14. Car. II. 
cap. 3.); and to the Act of Uniſormity, (ibid. cap. 4+) 3 by all 
which it is declared, « That it is not lawful, upon any Pretence 
« whatſoever, to take up Arms againſt the King, Ge. But, 


to ſave Time, I ſhall only recommend to your Grace's ſerious 
Conſideration, that Act (12. Car. II. cap. 30.) which is ap- 
pointed to be read in all the Churches in England once every 


Year ; whereby it is declared, That, by the undoubted and fun- 
damental Laus of this Kingdom, neither the Peers of this Realm, 


nor the Commons, nor both together, in Parliament or out of 


Parliament, nor the People, colleQively or repreſentatively, nor 


any other Perſons whatſoever, ever had, have, hath, or ought 


to have any coercive Power over the Perſons of the' Kings of 
this Realm. Now, my Lord, I agree with your Grace, that 


the Conſtitution of the Government of England is the beſt in the 


World. But where ſhall one learn, or hope to find the true Con- 
ſtitution of Englund, if it is not in the Doctrines and Offices of 
the Church and the Laws of the Land ? For to meaſure it by 
Times of Anarchy or Uſurpation, is like judging of a Man's 
Health by ſeeling his Pulſe in a Fever. EEE 
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1 Non reſiſtance is the Doctrine of the Church of Eng land, 
andi if this Doctrine is eſtabliſned on the Ward of G OD, on ex. 
preſs Precepts, and Examples in holy Scripture, (as this Church 
Ays it is), then tis plain, it cannot vary with Times and Cir- 
cumſtances, but was as much our Duty at the Revolution as it 
is now. If the Doctrines of the Church and the Laws of the 
Kingdom do concur to aſſure us, that Subjects muſt not take 
Arms, or rebel againſt their King, on any Pretence whatſoever ; 
that the Crown of Britain is hereditary; and the Succeſſion to 
it lineal: Then it is evident, to an ordinary Underſtanding, 
that the Revolution in 1688 Was againſt all the Rules of our 
eſtabliſhed Religion and Polity: And if it was faulty at firſt, the 
long Continuance of it cannot mend the Matter; for it is an al- 
lowed Maxim, Quod ab initio eſt vitioſum, tractu temporis non con. 
valeſcit. L tdi e | 
Upon the Whole, I cannot help thinking, your Grace is 
brought into a Difficulty, from which I wiſh you may extricate 
yourſelf in the beſt and ſafeſt Way. For either the Throne of 
England is hereditary, or it is elective. Chuſe you, my Lord, 
which of the two. If it is hereditary, tis certain, the Prince 
who {its in it at preſent, has no, Right; and that your Speech to 
your Beople was: inept, ſeditious, treaſonable, and damnable, 
being meant to ſpirit up an Oppoſition to the true and rightful 
Heir. If it is elective, and the free: Gift of the People, then 
the Reaſons which exiſt at; preſent for a Change of Maſters, (a- 
riſing from a long Courſe of Mal-adminiſtration, and that inevi- 
table Slavery and Ruin which muſt otherwiſe enſue), are as ma- 
ny and as ſtrong now as ever they were at any Time ſince Eng- 
land was a Nation; and ought to determine you inſtantly to re- 
ceive with chearful Hearts, and open Arms, that glorious Prince 
who now claims it as his Due. Tho” he had not been born to 
govern us, he ought to be our Choice, as being the Perſon on 
Earth who bids faireſt to make us a free and happy People. 
I beg your Grace will not make light of this Addreſs. The 
Subject is of the utmolt Importance, and deſerved to have fallen 
into better Hands. You and I are now advancing faſt in Years, 
and muſt ere long (and how ſoon, none of us can tell) make our 
Appearance before the great Judge of the World, to give a ſtrid 
Account of what we have done in the Body. Let us not, there- 
fore, be miſled from the ſtraight Paths of Juſtice and Truth, by 
any worldly Views or ſelfiſh Conſiderations whatſoever, but ſo * 
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quit ourſelves in our As Offices and Capacities. as we may 
beſt anſwer at that awful Tribunal.

CONFECTIONARY, or the 


DUTCH METRHOD of preſerying Men 
in Time of War. 


F ſevere Chaſtiſemerit was a Proof that the Jews were the fa- 

vourite People of God, there is another Country, I could 
name, which at preſent has an equal Title to Divine Favour — 
May that Chaſti/ement never end in Calamity ! The Difference 
lies in the Objects of the one being /en/ible, and thoſe of the o- 
ther infatuated; and no Maxim is more true, than, That the 
Man whom Heaven marks out for Deſtruction is firſt devoted 
to Infatuation.” 

Hiſtorians tell us of a Monſtcr born with two Bodies and two 
Heads above the Middle, and that one of the Bodies expiring, 
the living one, for ſome Months, was obliged to drag about the 
loathſom Load, till, Putrefaction overſpreading the whole, it end- 
ed its miſerable Days. 

Such is the State of a ſenſible people under a Government 
weak, infatuated, corrupted and corrupting. The Sweat of their 
Brows,. the Labour of their Hands, and the Blood of their Veins, 
ſerve but to feed the nauſeous Burden ; the PutrefaQion every 
Day is making a new Progreſs towards the noble Parts. While 
they have Feeling, they want Reſolution for an Amputation; and 
when the 5 loſe their Feeling, that Operation becomes ineffectual, 
hay, fata 
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Whoever attends to the Words of Virgil, when he brings in 
the Character of the Propheteſs Cofſandra, may eaſily perceive 


that the Poet means no more, than that there was a political Wri- 


ter in Troy, who every Week endeavoured to keep the publick 
Feeling alive, and to put his Countrymen in Mind, that the War 
they were engaged in was as madly conducted, as it was ſcanda- 
louſly undertaken ; and that they were upon the Verge of gene- 
ral Infatuation, which muſt end in general Calamity. By what 
we learn from our Author, this Writer was ſo true in his Predic- 


tions, that the People looked upon him as divinely gifted with 


Prophecy; while the fatuated Government, fighting for a Cauſe 
as foreign to their Country as H. is to E 4, diſ- 
regarding his Remonſtrances, and ſlighted his Predictions; yet, 
by their Perſecution of his Writings, were daily eſtabliſhing the 
Credit. of the one, and, by their own Miſmanagement, hourly 
verifying the Truth of the other. 
It is with no ſmall Degree of Pride, and Mortification at the 
ſame Time, that, in the Review of my own Conduct, as a poli- 
tical Writer, I can, in ſome Senſe, look upon myſelf as a Caſſan- 
dra :. IT feel the Attention of the People to my Labours riſing in 
Proportion as the Perſecution of my Writings by the Great waxes 
ſtrong; I fee] that the Diſregard of the latter has heightned 
the Favour of the former; that however infatuated a X r 
may be, J find an Engliſhman ſtill retains his Senſibility; that 
the Eyes of the one are open to impending Calamity, however 
the Ears of the other may be ſhut to honeſt Freedom, or his 
Pride ſhocked by a virtuous Reſentment. 5 

No ſooner was that ſhameful Farce ended, of diſmiſſing H. 
out of E Service, yet retaining them in E b Pay, 
than I foreſaw and foretold, from Facts which had happened the 
preceeding Campaign, that if we deſigned to carry on the War by 
the Aſſiſtance of our Auxiliaries alone, we were truſting to a bro- 


ken Reed, which would run into our Hand: It required no Spirit 


of Prophecy to foretel this; every Fact, every Circumſtance of 
that inglorious Campaign, ſpoke it aloud; while the falſe and 
frivolous Charge. brought againſt” the E % G I, by 
their H. h Ss, was more than Evidence, that they 
wanted nothing more than the ſlight Pretence for total Inadivity. 
But, beſide thoſe Facts, there were others of a yet ſtranger Na- 
ture: The palpable Diſregard ſhewn for their Barrier; the ming - 
led Roar of Dutch Eloquence and French Cannon in the fame 
Inſtant, the one ſuing for an Accommodation, the- other oy 
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dering Thanks; ſo. that his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty could not»

in his Tent, hear the Speech of the Dutch Plenipotentiary, pro- 
poſing Terms of Amity, for the Noiſe of his Artillery on the 
Ramparts, rejoicing for the taking of Menin and Ypres. But, 
more than all, that total Deviation from the Maxims of the 
R Ick, which is now ſo notorious in that State, and that 


fatal Bar to all their Activity, by Means of French Gold laviſhed 


on Particulars, and many Advantages of Trade which their 


Country enjoys. | 
Hence all their trifling, tickling Negotiations, ever promiſing, 
never performing, inceſſantly proteſting, eternally evading ;. 
hence the ſhameful Behaviour of their Troops on the late Occa- 
fon, when the unſupported Valour of the Engliſh performed Won- 
ders; and when even the Hanoverians, compared with our cow- 


ardly Allies, behaved. as Heroes. 


Thus the great Point which the Nation has gained by the Broad- 
Bottom Revolution, has been an Exchange of inſolent Mercena- 
ries for treacherous Auxiliaries ; of thoſe whom Experience has 
told us would fight, for thoſe whom Reaſon might have convin- 
ced us would not——For the Publick to doubt of this being real 
Fact, after what has happened ſince the opening of this Campaign, 
would be next to Infatuation, unleſs ſome of the following Dith- 
culties are plainly and fully reſolved by thoſe whom it may con- 
cern. 

In the firſt Place, T have been weak enough to imagine, that 
long Experience in the higheſt Station of a General, is, of all o- 
ther Qualifications, neceſſary for the abſolute Command of an 
Army ; and I am ignorant enough not to remember the Name of 
an E ſ General, preſcnt at the late Battle, who can an- 
ſwer that Deſcription. If it ſhould be anſwered, That this was 
ſupplied by the Abilities of our Auxiliary General, whom all 
Europe allows to be at the Top of his Profeſſion, I am {till in a 
greater Maze than ever, unleſs it can either be proved, that that 
General's Opinion was either diſregarded and over-ruled, (and 
that, conſequently, he had not the real Command) or that the 
Attempt we made was feaſible, and the Diſpoſition of our Army 
Soldier-like. I have, perhaps, as good an Opinion of Engliſh 
Courage as any Man alive has; but I own myſelf fo very ſingu- 
lar, as to believe that Thirty three thouſand effective Men, Eng- 
liſh, Dutch and Hanoverians, were not a Match for Sixty four 
thouſand effective French, well commanded, well officer'd, fght- 
ing under the Eye of their Monarch, and fortified with - the 

| | Advan- 
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Advantages that Art, Nature, and long Experience in the higheſt 
Command, could beſtow. As to the Probability of the Attempt, 
People have been officious enough to whiſper about, that there 
was not an able Officer in the Army who had any Opinion of it; 
nay, it is ſaid to be ſo very ill concerted, that a brave General, 
who that Day loſt his Life, aſked the Field-Mariſchal &. 9.5 
Whether the Ground before them had been reconnoitred ? And, 
upon the latter anſwering, That it had not, the other, with a Mix- 
ture of Grief and Indignation, ſhrugging up his Shoulders, Well, 
ſays he, never till now did 1 know a Battle fought before the Ground 
Was reconnoitre But, ne ſutor ultra crepidam, perhaps, 
by the modern Way of making War, this was good Conduct. 

I was likeways ſtupid enough to imagine, that the Office of a 
Confectioner had been peculiar to the H. ns, but I find 
that every Squadron and Battalion amongſt our Broad-bottow'd 
Allies had its Conſectioner, for preſerving the Troops of his Ma- 
ſter; for, if thoſe whom I converſed with had either Eyes to fee 
what happened, or Veracity to repreſent it, the Retreat of their 
Troops began at Eight in the Morning, and their Rout was ge- 
neral about Nine, leaving the Britiſh expoſed to a moſt furious 
Fire, while all the repeated Proofs they gave of their Intrepidity 
were unavailing, and fatal only to themſelves —. Thus the 
Difference betwixt an H————: and a Broad-bottom'd Confec- 
tioncr, is, that the former can ſpoil a fine Victory, and the latter 
occaſion a bloody Defeat. 
But, notwithſtanding this ſhameful Deſertion, it is certain that 
the incredible Courage of the Briti/h Troops, about One o'Clock, 
had ſtaggered the French ſo much, that, I am aſſured, the Briti/þ 
and Sit Officers in the Garriſon of Fournay obſerving it, repair- 
ed to the D-—ch Confectioner there, and offered to march out 
at the Head of 2000 Men, and to attack the Enemy ſo critical- 
ly, as at leaſt to improve their Diſorder, if not oblige them to 
retire, But this Offer, which was ſaid to have been ſigned by 
three Swi/5 Colonels, and Colonel Mackay, who afterwards loſt 
his Life, was rejected by the Confectioner, as inconſiſtent with his 
Trade, and meddling with other People's Affairs. + 
People, like me, who, with a Mixture of Ignorance and Amaze, 
wonder and gape at every Thing they hear, are ſurpriſed why, 
much about the ſame Hour, the ſecond Line was not brought up, 
eſpecially as the Diſorder of the French was viſible even on that 
Side. Not that I imagine, with ſome, that, even in that Caſe, 
. 8 23 our 
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sur Victory would have been complete; but T was credulous eb 
nough to believe, that, had this been done, our Loſs had been 
leſs bloody, and our Troops had not been reduced to the mortify- 
ing Diſtreſs of leaving ſo many of their brave Coun | 


- wounded, and Priſoners, in the Hands of an incenſed, provoked

I muſl likeways, to my great Confuſion, acknowledge, that I 
ever imagined Forget fulneſs of Orders, and thereby altering a Diſ-

Neither was I ſo well informed, as to be acquainted with the 
modern Way of giving up Places without the Publick knowing 
how or why. That the good People of England did not imagine 
the Citadel of Tournay would have ſurrendered ſo ſoon as it did, is 
plain from the Accounts of that Siege, which they had by Autho- 
rity. Were it anſwered, That neither the Town nor the Citadel 
were provided as they ought to have been againſt a vigorous 
Siege, I own myſelf ſo ignorant, as to be unable to give any other 
Reaſon for ſo unaccountable a Fatality, than that it was both de- 


fended and given up by Colluſion. 


In the laſt Place, to cloſe this Scene of my political Ignorance, ' 
I cannot account for the Reaſons that could prevail with the Con- 
fectioner of Tournay, the Day bcfore he capitulated, to refuſe 
Leave for the above-mentioned Britiſb and Swi/s Regiments ta 
get out of the Citadel by a Poſtern which was but ſlightly guard- 
ed, and to cut their Way to the Allied Army. This Conduct 
can, I think, be accounted for no other Way, than by either 
denying the Fact, (which I am afraid is too ſtubborn to be de- 
nied) or by ſuppoſing that the Terms of the Capitulation had 
been ſubſiſting for ſome Time, and that the Confectioner had 
made himſelf accountable to the Enemy for the whole of the Gar- 
riſon that remained. This was not preſerving Troops, but pick- 
ling them, and that too in naſty Dutch Brine, where, by the 
ſhameful Capitulation then made, they muſt continue to ſtink for 
almoſt two Years. 

Having thus laid my Difficulties before the Publick, it can beſt 
judge of the Parallel betwixt this and the Dettingen Campaign, 
which will go pretty near to enable them to form a Judgment be-

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vin deny it to be chen; but ſure nothing can be more ridicul- 


dus and abſurd than to call it either wicled or unnatural. Ts 


any Thing leſs wicked or unnatural than for a Prince, moſt 
unjuſtly deprived of his Birth-right, to endeavour to recover it 
by Force of Arms? Is it wicked or unnatural for thoſe who are 
ſenſible of the Wrong done to the Royal Family, under whoſe 
Favour and Protection they have ſo long flouriſhed, and acquir- 
ed their Titles and Eſtates, to endeavour to aſſiſt that 0 
Royal Family in ſo lawful a Claim?

What the common Danger ſpoken of is, let the Elector make

Right, is not to be diſputed : But what has any Man elſe to 
fear! It is in every Subject's Power to preſerve his Religion, 
Life, Liberty and Eſtate. Neither the King nor Prince intends 
to deprive any Man of theſe : Their Declarations are full on the 
Subject; and when Succeſs crowns their Arms, it will be as little 
their Intereſt as it is their Inclination to break their Word.

If the Septennial and Riot Acts, the South Sea, Charitable 
Corporation and Exciſe Schemes, the open and unnatural Vena- 
lity and Corruption of Parliaments, the frequent Wars, Expe- 
ditions and ignominious Treaties about Bremen and Verden, the 
Numbers of foreign Troops, particularly the Hanoverians taken 
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into Engliſh Pay, the Uſage the Britiſh Troops have ſince met 
with, and the immenſe Load of Debt contracted for ſuch Pur- 
poſes, were all deſigned for the Good of Great Britain, it might 
be. wondered that the Nation ſhould be weary of fo wiſe and fa- 
therly an Adminiſtration.

Commands on me, not only to direct him, but even to 
ſhew him every Thing that merited his Attention; and, 
I muſt confeſs, that made me paſs ſome as uneaſy Mo- 
ments as ever I met with from the croſſeſt Accidents of 
my bypaſt Life. Juſt on his Arrival, I conducted him to

Since that Time have you been any o- 
therways employed than in protecting the private Patrimony of 
the Uſurpers, and ſupporting Treaties and Negotiations, begun 
and carried on for narrow and ſelfiſh Views, without any Regard 
to the Intereſt of the Publick? What Numbers of your beſt 
Heads and Hands have periſhed by infectious Diſtempers in di- 
ſtant Climates, whither mighty Squadrons have been frequently 
ſent, and ſometimes continued from Year to Year, to be idleSpec- 
tators of the Oppreſſion of the Engliſb Trade? 

For ſuch Expeditions as theſe, from which neither Proſit nor 
Honour was to be expected, how have you not been haraſſed 
with frequent Preſſing and continued Hardſhips, to the great 
Detriment of your Families, as well as to the Trade of the 
Nation ? | 

When a few Years ſince the Spirit of the Nation rouzed itſelf, 
and by repeated Ouferies obliged the Uſurper to appear willing to 
eſpouſe its Cauſe, you had indeed.Reaſon to entertain better 
Hopes : A War was declared in Defence of the Britiſh Trade 
and Dominion of the Seas. But how has that War been car- - 
ried on? As if your Ruin had been at the Bottom intended ; 
and your Valour has ſerved only to make the ill Conduct, or 
ſomething worſe of thoſe from whom you received your Orders, 
more conſpicuous : Carthagena, Porto-Bello, Chagra, &c. will 
be eternal Monuments of the one and the other. | 

But we hope the Time is now come, when you will have no 
Reaſon to fear the further Purſuit of ſuch deſtructive Schemes. 
We have inherited from our Royal Father, under whoſe Com- 
mand, as High Admiral, the Fleet of England once made ſuch a a 
glorious Figure, the particular Love he bore to the Navy, as 
well as his Title to the Crown ; and as ſoon as it ſhall have plea- 
ſed the Almighty to place us on the Throne, our firm Purpoſe 
is to conſider you as the chief Bulwark of the Nation, and to 
make you partake, in a diſtinguiſhing Manner, of the Wealth 
and Happineſs you procure to your Fellow Subjects. 

By our aforeſaid Declaration, you will ſee our gracious Inten- 
tions towards ſuch of you as ſhall be the moſt early and for- 
ward in eſpouſing our Cauſe ; to which we ſhall only add, That 
thoſe, who ſhall diſtinguiſh themſelves more particularly by their 
zealous Endcavours in our's and our Country's Service, may 
be aſſured of receiving further and more ſpecial Marks of our 
Royal Favour. |
